Earth Doe* Not Absorb 
All Rain Hitting Ground 
"W hen raindrops h it the ground 
they either enter it, being absorbed 
by the soil, or collect on top of the 
ground and m ove off over the sur­ 
face in the form of surface run­ 
off,” R. O. Cole, Purdue university 
extension soil conservation special­ 
ist, told a group of Indiana farm ers 
recently. 
"If it w ere possible for 
the soil to absorb all of the rainfall 
there, of course, would be no run­ 
off and therefore no soil and fertility 
losses caused by erosion. Since this 
is not possible all th at we can hope 
to do is to m aintain and in aome in­ 
stances increase the organic m at­ 
ter supply of the soil which will tend 
to reduce the am ount of run-off. 
The other thing which we can do is 
to reduce the rate at which this 
run-off travels over the surface cf 
the ground. 
This m ay be accom ­ 
plished by keeping slopes under bet- 
ter cover, cultivating on the con­ 
tour, that is. across the slope rather

Bounty Sails Again 
The B ritish w arship Bounty Is the 
scene of the m ost fam ous mutiny*m 
history. 
The story cf the Bounty is fam il­ 
iar to readers of fact and Action. 
The motion picture version did not 
tell the entire story. 
The Bounty sailed from England 
in 1787, with a crew of 48 com m and­ 
ed 
by 
Capt. 
W illiam 
Bligh, 
to 
transport breadfruit trees from T a­ 
hiti to the West Indies, w’here the 
fruit would ultim ately provide a 
cheap food for plantation slaves. Aft­

m onths collecting cargo. 
Bligh then set out for Tonga, but 
the crew grum bled at leaving the 
easy life of Tahiti and the captain

D iscontent flared into mutiny 
on April 28, 1789, under the leader­ 
ship of Fletcher C hristian, 24-year- 
old m ate. 
Bligh and 18 loyal sea­ 
m en w ere set adrift. 
C hristian and the other m utineers 
returned to Tahiti. F earing English 
law, nine of the m utinous crew fled 
with 19 natives to P itcairn island, 
burned the Bounty, and w ere not 
heard of again for 19 y ears.

VERY RAPID HEART BEAT 


NEW FIGHTING RISKS 
Whatever new forms of warfare originate 
abroad soon work around to us. Our once 
‘glorious isolation” is now neither glorious 
nor isolated. And some of the new fighting 
modes arc unusually dangerous. Parachuting, 
for instance, as we have been observing it in 
the Nazis’ Cretan campaign. When Hitler 
starts showering troops from the sky, we arc 
driven to do likewise. 
| 
But we feel morally obliged to be more 
generous than Hitler to the fellows who take 
the new risks. So Congress votes $50 a month 
extra pay for our parachutists, and also 
agrees to insure army flyers for $10,000. The 
War Department has asked for this new plan 
because "men engaged on parachute duty 
incur risks which other troops are not sub­ 
ject to, and therefore should be properly 
compensated.” We are to have four bat­ 
talions of such troops, about 2,100 men, for 
a starter, one-fifth of the German *ky force. 
Well say it’s worth more pay to float 
down from the clouds with the enemy blazing 
away at you, while you're helpless and have 
to "take it.” 
But the question naturally 
arises, whether this is an entering wedge. 
Will there be extra pay for all spccial-risk 
army jobs? 


REVENUE] 
It is reassuring to learn that revenue is 
pouring into the United States Treasury now 
at a rate which indicates an increase of 
SI.5000,OOO,OOO a year in federal collections. 
Reassuring to the United States Treasury, 
anyway, and also perhaps to citizens in gen­ 
eral who take public debt seriously. We are 
going to pay and pay and pay for this mili­ 
tary preparedness, and we’re lucky when we 
can drop an extra billion or two into Uncle 
Sam’s collection plate, thereby holding down 
the soaring national debt just that much. 
It is a good use to make of excess war 
profits resulting from the armament boom, 
even if it does seem to be a process of lifting 
ourselves by our own bootstraps.

W hen an individual is sitting quietly and his 
h eart suddenly begins to beat very rapidly—twice as 
fast as norm al—he is naturally going to become 
worried. Ju st as suddenly as the rapidity started up, 
it stops, and the heart rate is back to 72 or 76 again. 
W hen the heart beats rapidly, it is called tachycar­ 
d ia—‘lacily* meaning fast, and cardia’ the heart. 
W hen the rapid beat occurs suddenly, lasts for m in­ 
utes or hours, and stops .suddenly, it is called par­ 
oxysm al tachycardia. 
Although paroxysm al tachycardia does not en­ 
danger life unless certain types of h eart disease are 
present, nevertheless it causes the individual to lear 
that the pounding of the heart may cause it to be­ 
come weakened or perhaps “w ear out." During the 
attack , the heart ra te may increase up to 2 U0 or 
even more a minute. 
W hile the cause of {taroxysmal tachycardia is 
said to be nervousness, disappointm ent, w orry or 
som e other depressing emotion. I have one case in 
m ind of a teacher who had worked and planned for 
tw o years to take a certain trip and a t the last mo­ 
m ent circum stances prevented his trip. From that 
tim e he began to have attack s of paroxysm al tachy­ 
cardia which were controlled by the drug quinidine 
sulphate, now in general use for these attacks. O th­ 
ers state th at these attack s occur w hen they have 
in do m m m special w ink or duty w hich is unfa­ 
m iliar or distasteful to them. 
The treatm ent of this common typo of rapid 
h eart beat is to assure the patient th a t there is no 
danger to life. This assurance is often all th at is 
necessary to prevent fu rth er attacks. These attacks 
can som etimes he stopped by pressing on the nerves 
of the neck running along the “cord" which runs 
from back of car to breast bone.
